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BULGARIAN LOCAL INDUSTRY. 





LAW FOR ITS ENCOURAGEMENT. 


The Board of Trade have received a translation of 
the Law for the Encouragement of Local Industry, 
which passed its third reading in the Sobranje on 23rd 
May last. 

The Bill applies to practically all manufacturing 
enterprises of the usual type, including the generation 
and supply of electricity. The privileges to be con- 
ferred upon these enterprises under the Law include 
(a) compulsory powers of acquisition of land, (b) a 
reduction of 25 per cent. on railway rates charged on 
the Bulgarian State railways for carriage of materials 
and products, (c) taxation relief in respect of buildings 
and income. The exemptions from Customs duty and 
municipal taxes prescribed by the new Law might be 
summarised as follows :— 

All new machines and other parts, plant and materials 
not manufactured in Bulgaria which are imported for the 
installation and upkeep of the enterprise and for the pro- 
duction of electrical energy, and for the repair of their 
own plant in their own laboratories and workshops ; motors 
which use foreign oil, however, will pay both Customs duty 
and municipal tax. This exemption from duty applies 
also to the case of industrial enterprises even though they 
do not satisfy some of the conditions prescribed in the 
present Law, and to artisans’ workshops without the 
necessity for the presentation of eertificates issued by the 
Ministry of Commerce, Industry and Labour to the effect 
that the plant in question is not manufactured in Bulgaria. 

All raw material and all building material for the enter- 
prise which is not manufactured or cannot be replaced by 
material manufactured in Bulgaria. 

The products of the enterprise benefiting under the 
Law which are exported are exempt from export duty, 
excise, statistical tax and other minor taxes. 

Fuel used in motors ordered after 3lst March, 1928, 
or put into operation after Ist May, 1928, is not free 
of Customs duty or municipal tax. The. list of the raw 
materials to enjoy these exemptions is to be compiled 
by the Bulgarian Ministry of Commerce, Industry and 
Labour and will be revised periodically. 

It is specifically provided that all State, District and 
Municipal establishments must obtain their requisite 
supplies from Bulgarian concerns complying with the 
requirements of the Law where the purchase price 
quoted is up to 5 per cent. higher than that for corre- 
sponding foreign goads, including the Customs duty. 
Special arrangements are prescribed for fixing the 
price where only one Bulgarian enterprise manufactures 
the requisite goods. Uniforms supplied by State, 
District and Municipal institutions must be made in 
Bulgaria from local materials. 

The Law also makes provision for the grant of in- 
dustrial concessions or monopolies in regard to numerous 
trades, including spinning, glass and chinaware and 
fertilisers. 

An Industrial Council is set up to advise the Bulgarian 
Ministry of Commerce, Industry and Labour in regard 
to the encouragement of industry consisting of Govern- 
ment officials and representatives of Bulgarian commerce 
and industry. 

In order to enjoy the privileges provided by the Law 
enterprises must keep regular books and registers, and 
submit reports to the Ministry; they will also be liable 
to Government inspection not less frequently than twice 
a year. 

Unskilled labourers and administrative staff (except 
directors and subdirectors) must be Bulgarian subjects 
exclusively; technical workers must number, during 
the first five years, 50 per cent. of the total employed 
and 75 per cent. after that period, while specialist 
workers. must be 75 per cent. Bulgarians during the 
same period and exclusively Bulgarians afterwards. 
Apart from these requirements as to the nationality of 
employees, the benefits of the Law are apparently 
available for foreign enterprises equally with Bulgarian. 

Provision is made for the marking as of local origin 
of the production of industries enjoying the privileges 
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of the Law, and where the quality of the product depends 
upon a certain relation between the raw materials of 
which it is composed this relation must also be indicated 
on the product. 

The Law is valid for a term of 15 years commencing 
from Ist April, 1928. 





DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE. 





BRITISH ART EXHIBITS AT NANTES. 

The Department of Overseas Trade is informed by the 
British Consul-General at Nantes that the firm “‘ Grands 
Magasins Decré,’”’ of Nantes, propose to inaugurate an 
annual exhibition of paintings, etc., by British artists. 

The projected exhibition is to comprise oil paintings, 
water colours, sculpture, and arts and crafts subjects. 

The conditions for exhibiting are as follows :— 

(a) The cost of transport of exhibits is to be borne by the 
exhibitors. 

(6) No charge will be made for space or care of exhibits. 

(c) A commission of 20 per cent. on the sale price is to be paid 
to Messrs. Decré on all sales effected. 

(2) The exhibition is to last for a fortnight or three weeks, 
according to the importance of the exhibits. 

The first of these exhibitions is to be held next year, 
and, judging from results obtained in the way of sales 
at other exhibitions promoted by the firm, the Consul- 
General is of opinion that it is greatly to the interest of 
British artists to enter their work. 





MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS IN 
NEW ZEALAND. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner’s Office at Wellington 
reports that, according to the sales charts of the New 
Zealand Motor Trade Association (Inc.), 1,337 motor 
cars and 320 commercial vehicles were registered in 
New Zealand during April. At the end of that month 
the number of motor cycles registered in the 
Dominion was 36,690. 





MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS IN CHILE. 
The British Commercial Secretary at Santiago has 
forwarded statistics which show that the motor vehicles 
registered in Chile in December last were :—Private 
cars, 6,166; taxis, 1,887: omnibuses, 1,257; and 
commercial vehicles, 1,168. The total number of 
automobiles in Chile is about 18,000 and the above 
figures only cover distribution in the principal towns. 





BELGIAN SUGAR. 


The Department of Overseas Trade has received from 
the office of the British Commercial Secretary at Brussels 
the following details, from the “‘ Moniteur Belge,” of 
Belgian sugar output, stocks and consumption during 
May :— 

Output of refineries, 15,293,071 kilogs.; stocks at the 
end of the month, 113,475,390 kilogs. ; and consumption, 
14,026,151 kilogs. 





AUSTRIAN LAND REGISTERS. 


The Foreign Office is informed by the British Chargé 
d’Affaires at Vienna that a further part of the Vienna 
Land Register, consisting of 7,420 entries, has been 
reconstituted. 

The High Provincial Court of Vienna has instituted 
the verification proceedings for this group and has fixed 
15th August, 1928, as the closing date of the period 
within which notification may be made of rights not 
included in the published Registers and within which 
objections against rights included in the Registers may 
be raised. By means of the above three-quarters of the 
destroyed Land Register have been reconstituted. 

A third group, which will probably contain the greater 
part of what still remains, will be completed in the course 
of the summer. 





Special Articles. 
BRITISH INDIA. 


IMPORT TRADE IN 1927-28. 


During the year ended 3lst March, 1928, the value 
of imports into India increased, as compared with 
1926-27, by Rs. 19 crores or 8 per cent. and amounted 
to Rs. 250 crores, states Mr. T. M. Ainscough, C.B.E., 
H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India, in a Survey 
of the Import Trade of India during the fiscal year 
ended 3lst March last. Total exports, including re- 
exports, from India rose by Rs. 19 crores or 6 per cent. 
to Rs. 329 crores. Exports of Indian merchandise 
showed an increase of Rs. 18 crores or 6 per cent. and 
re-exports of Rs. 1,53 lakhs or 19 per cent. The grand 
total of imports, exports and re-exports amounted to 
Rs. 579 crores as against Rs. 541 crores, an increase of 
Rs. 38 crores or 7 per cent. 

Imports of treasure (private and Government) in- 
creased by Rs. 8,40 lakhs to Rs. 49,93 lakhs. Gold 
bullion fell by Rs. 2,23 lakhs to Rs. 10,94 lakhs, but 
sovereigns and other British gold coin rose by Rs. 1,07 
lakhs to Rs. 6,71 lakhs, while other coined gold decreased 
by Rs. 21 lakhs to Rs. 48 lakhs. The value of silver 
imported declined by Rs. 5,29 lakhs to Rs. 16,47 lakhs, 
but that of currency notes improved by Rs. 15,05 lakhs 
to Rs. 15,32 lakhs. Exports of treasure advanced by 
Rs. 924 lakhs to Rs. 3,134 lakhs. 


BALANCE OF TRADE. 

India’s visible balance of trade in merchandise and 
treasure during the twelve months April to March, 
1925-26, 1926-27 and 1927-28, is shown in the following 
table. The figures are arrived at by combining the 
balances of transactions in (a) private merchandise and 
(6) treasure (private account). The balance of remit- 
tances of funds is also shown with details at the end of 
this table. In these balances the sign plus (-+-) indicates 
net exports and minus (—) net import :—

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BRITISH SHARE OF TRADE. 


While the British share in the import trade rose from 
Rs. 110 crores in 1926-27 to Rs. 119 crores in the year 
under review, the percentage of the total imports re- 
mained exactly the same at 47-7. Inasmuch as the 
total imports into India last year were considerably 
swollen by large shipments of raw cotton, vegetable 
product, mineral oils and other raw materials, it will be 
seen that the relative share of the United Kingdom 
vis-a-vis other countries in the imports of manufactured 
goods improved considerably, which might be expected 
in view of the fact that the previous year included the 
general strike and the coal stoppage. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the imports from the United Kingdom of 
cotton piece-goods remained practically the same, it is 
satisfactory to note that the total arrivals of British 
goods rose by Rs. 9 crores owing to increased shipments 
of iron and steel, machinery, railway plant, hardware 
and other manufactured goods. 

The German share of India’s imports fell from 7-3 to 
6-1 per cent. Imports from Japan remained steady 
at just over 7 per cent. The share of Italy rose slightly 
from 2-6 to 2-7 per cent., and that of Belgium from 
2-9 to 3 per cent. The increase in the share of the 
United States from 7-8 to 8-1 per cent. was almost 
entirely due to very much heavier shipments of raw 
cotton. 

TEXTILES. 


Cotton Yarn.—Total imports advanced in quantity 
from 49-4 million lbs. to 52-3 million lbs. and in value 
from Rs. 662 lakhs to Rs. 679 lakhs. British shipments 
rose in quantity from 20 million lbs. to 204 million Ibs. 
and in value from Rs. 308 to Rs. 3094 lakhs. Imports 
from Japan declined from 264 million lbs. valued at 
Rs. 320 lakhs to 17 million lbs. valued at Rs. 2234 lakhs. 
The most noteworthy feature of the period was the 
enormous increase in imports of yarn from China from 
under a million lbs. valued at only Rs. 8 lakhs in 1926-27, 
to nearly 13 million lbs. valued at Rs. 120 lakhs in the 
vear under review. Although this yarn was shipped 
from China, it represented mainly the products of 
Japanese mills in the Shanghai district. 


Piece-goods (unbleached).—The total yardage ad- 
vanced from 748 million to 875 million, and the value 
from Rs. 19,61 lakhs to Rs. 21,25 lakhs. Arrivals from 
the United Kingdom rose from 589 million yards valued 
at Rs. 15,24 lakhs to 651 million yards valued at 
Rs. 15,54 lakhs. Japanese shipments, however, ad- 
vanced still more rapidly from 155 million yards valued 
at Rs. 423 lakhs to 215 million yards valued at Rs. 546 
lakhs. Imports of grey cloths from China also showed a 
smart advance from 1? million yards valued at Rs. 4 
lakhs to 7 million yards valued at Rs. 16 lakhs. The 
share of the United States remained fairly constant at 
about 2 million yards and there was a fall in value from 
Rs. 9 to Rs. 7 lakhs. 


Piece-goods (bleached).—The total trade fell from 
571 million yards valued at Rs. 17,52 lakhs to 5564 
million yards valued at Rs. 15,42 lakhs. The British 
share declined from 550} million yards valued at 
Rs. 16,57 lakhs to 526? million yards valued at Rs. 14,20 
lakhs. Imports from the Netherlands rose from Rs. 25 
to Rs. 30 lakhs, those from Switzerland from Rs. 45 to 
Rs. 56 lakhs, Japan from Rs.9 to Rs. 15 lakhs and 
‘ other countries ’’ from Rs. 164 to Rs. 204 lakhs. 


Piece-goods (Coloured, Printed and Dyed).—There 
was an expansion in the total trade from 447} million 
yards valued at Rs. 17,22 lakhs to 504? million yards 
valued at Rs. 17,52 lakhs. Imports from the United 
Kingdom rose in quantity from 318 million yards to 
352 million yards, but only slightly in value, from 
Rs. 12,57 to Rs. 12,59 lakhs. Imports from Japan 
advanced from 86 million yards valued at Rs. 2,25 lakhs 
to 1024 million yards valued at Rs. 2,63 lakhs. Arrivals 
from Italy again rose from 15} million yards valued at 
Rs. 70 lakhs to 244 million yards valued at Rs. 85 lakhs. 
The German share fell from Rs. 20 to Rs. 174 lakhs, 
that of Holland from Rs. 75 to Rs. 61 lakhs, Belgium 
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from Rs. 19 to Rs. 143 lakhs, Switzerland from Rs. 23 
and Rs.19 lakhs and the Straits Settlements from 
Rs. 19? to Rs. 17 lakhs. 


Fents.—Total imports rose from 21 million yards to 
363 million yards and in value from Rs. 65 to Rs. 94 
lakhs. While the British share rose from 9} to 13 
million yards and from Rs. 344 to Rs. 41 lakhs, the 
advance in the case of the United States is much greater, 
viz., from 114 to 23} million yards in quantity and 
from Rs. 29 to Rs. 524 lakhs in value. Arrivals from 
‘‘ other countries ’’ were negligible. 


Sewing Cotton.—The total trade expanded slightly 
from Rs. 74 to Rs. 77} lakhs. The British share was 
increased from Rs. 66 to Rs. 67 lakhs and that of ‘‘ other 
countries ’’ from Rs. 8 to Rs. 10 lakhs. 


Haberdashery and Millinery.—An increase is to be 
recorded in the total trade from Rs. 1,13 to Rs. 1,26 
lakhs. The British share advanced from Rs. 27 to 
Rs. 30 lakhs, that of Switzerland from Rs. 17 to Rs. 20 
lakhs and Japan from Rs. 15 to Rs. 22 lakhs. Imports 
from Germany, on the other hand, declined from Rs. 36 
to Rs. 303 lakhs. 


Woollen Piece-goods.—Total imports advanced from 
15$ million yards, valued at Rs. 2,77 lakhs, to 18? 
million yards, valued at Rs. 3,28 lakhs. The British 
share rose from 6 million yards (Rs. 1,42 lakhs) to over 
7 million yards (Rs. 1,62 lakhs), but the proportionate 
increase was not so great as that of the United Kingdom’s 
Continental competitors. Imports from France advanced 
from 2-2 million yards (Rs. 37 lakhs) to 4:4 million 
yards (Rs. 61 lakhs). Arrivals from Germany rose from 
1-4 million yards (Rs. 30 lakhs) to 1-6 million yards 
(Rs. 36 lakhs). Those from Italy fell slightly in 
quantity from 3-6 to 3-4 million yards but rose in value 
from Rs. 35 to Rs. 37 lakhs. 


Woollen Shawls.—The total trade increased from 
979,491 to 1,088,939 shawls and the value from Rs. 37 
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to Rs. 39 lakhs. The British share remained stationery 
at about Rs. 64 lakhs but that of Germany advanced 
from Rs. 18 to Rs. 23 lakhs. 


Artificial Silkk Yarn.—There was a further sharp 
increase in total imports from 5-8 million lbs. valued at 
Rs. 1,02 lakhs to 74 million lbs. valued at Rs. 1,49 lakhs. 
It is most satisfactory to note that the bulk of this increase 
was in British yarns, arrivals from the United Kingdom 
advancing from 654,000 lbs. (Rs. 14 lakhs) to 2,277,000 
Ibs. (Rs. 47 lakhs). The Italian share was actually 
reduced in quantity but rose in value from Rs. 64 to 
Rs. 66 lakhs. Arrivals from Holland rose from Rs. 7 
to Rs. 11 lakhs while those from Switzerland fell from 
Rs. 8 to Rs. 6 lakhs. As Mr. Ainscough has stated on 
other occasions, the increasing use which is being made 
of artificial silk yarns, both by the Indian mill industry 
and also by handloom weavers, is likely to be reflected 
in a continuous advance in the imports of artificial silk 
yarn during the next few years. It is particularly 
gratifying, therefore, to record that—as a result of 
increased production in the United Kingdom, coupled 
with an efficient selling organisation in India—British 
artificial silk yarns are more than holding their own in 
this market. 

Piece-goods of Cotton and Artificial Silk.—The 
favourable British position in the case of yarns is not 
equalled in the case of piece-goods. Although the total 
imports into India rose from 42 to 53 million yards and 
from Rs. 3,09 to Rs. 3,86 lakhs, the British share fell 
from 16 to 14} million yards and from Rs.1,17 to 
Rs. 99 lakhs. This should be contrasted with sharp 
advances by Germany from Rs. 27 to Rs. 53 lakhs, 
Switzerland from Rs. 59 to Rs. 89 lakhs, Italy from 
Rs. 81 to Rs. 91 lakhs and “other countries’ from 
Rs. 17 to Rs. 47 lakhs. 


MACHINERY AND MILLWORK. 


An improvement in the state of Indian industry is 
borne out by the advance in total imports of machinery 
from Rs. 13,63 lakhs to Rs. 15,93 lakhs. It is pleasing 
to note that this increase was almost entirely provided 
by British machinists who raised their shipments from 
Rs. 10,66 to Rs. 12,53 lakhs. The German share 
advanced from Rs. 943 to Rs. 1,05 lakhs, Belgium’s 
from Rs. 244 to Rs. 29 lakhs and the United States’ 
from Rs. 1,39 to Rs. 1,57 lakhs. It is most satisfactory 
to note that the United Kingdom supplies over 80 per 
cent. of India’s requirements of machinery and, when 
the Indian cotton mill industry recovers in due course, 
this percentage will probably be again increased. Total 
imports of the principal classes of machinery during the 
past two fiscal years are shown in the following table :—

In electrical machinery the shares of all countries were 
reduced. British shipments fell from Rs. 186 to Rs. 166 
lakhs, German from Rs. 11 to Rs. 9 lakhs and United 
States from Rs. 23 to Rs. 15 lakhs. The United King- 
dom, as usual, supplied practically the whole of the 
boilers imported (Rs. 104 out of Rs. 109 lakhs). In 
mining machinery, imports from the United Kingdom 
rose from Rs. 37 to Rs. 68 lakhs, those from the United 
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States from Rs. 30 to Rs. 45 lakhs and Germany from 
Rs. 15 to Rs. 23 lakhs. There was a marked increase 
in the imports of British oil crushing and refining 
machinery from Rs, 22 to Rs. 56 lakhs. Here again, 
Germany increased her share from Rs. 6 to Rs. 84 lakhs. 
Imports of rice and flour milling machinery amounting 
to Rs. 22? lakhs were obtained from the United King- 
dom (Rs. 64 lakhs), Germany (Rs. 124 lakhs) and the 
United States (Rs. 2? lakhs). In saw mill and wood- 
working machinery, the United Kingdom supplied 
Rs. 74 lakhs and all other countries only Rs. 81,000. 
Sugar machinery was obtained from the United King- 
dom to the extent of Rs. 7} lakhs and from “ other 
countries ”’ Rs. 1? lakhs. Of cotton textile machinery 
the United Kingdom supplied Rs. 184 lakhs in a total 
of Rs. 197 lakhs, imports from Germany amounted to 
Rs. 7 lakhs and from the United States to Rs. 2$ lakhs. 


METALS. 


Aluminium.—There was an increase in total imports 
of wrought aluminium from 92,000 cwts. to 131,000 cwts. 
and from Rs. 91 lakhs to Rs.115 lakhs. Details of 
origin are not yet available. 


Yellow Metal for Sheathing.—Im ports rose in quantity 
from 427,000 cwts. to 428,000 cwts. but the values fell 
from Rs. 205 to Rs. 195 lakhs. It is satisfactory to 
note that the British share advanced from Rs. 60 to 
Rs. 75 lakhs, while that of Germany fell sharply from 
Rs. 114 to Rs. 88 lakhs. 


Wrought Copper.—Here again a reduction is to be 
recorded in the total trade from 258,000 cwts. to 217,000 
cwts. and in value from Rs. 127 to Rs. 110 lakhs. 
British shipments nearly doubled from Rs. 19 to Rs. 36 
lakhs, while those from Germany fell from Rs. 77 to 
Rs. 36 lakhs and Belgian exports from Rs. 22 to Rs. 17 
lakhs. 


IRON AND STEEL. 


Bars (other than Cast Steel) —As might be expected 
in view of the fact that last year’s figures covered the 
period of the coal stoppage, total imports rose from 
151,000 tons to 181,000 tons and the value from Rs. 148 
to Rs. 183 lakhs. The British share advanced from 
8,000 tons (Rs. 13 lakhs) to 23,000 tons (Rs. 36 lakhs). 
Belgian shipments rose from 89,000 tons (Rs. 84 lakhs) 
to 110,000 tons (Rs. 103 lakhs). Luxemburg also in- 
creased her share from 16,000 tons (Rs. 15 lakhs) to 
22,000 tons (Rs. 19 lakhs). On the other hand, German 
imports fell from 27,000 tons (Rs. 26 lakhs) to 14,000 
tons (Rs. 13 lakhs). 


Beams, Channels, Pillars, Girders and Bridgework.— 
The total trade more than doubled from 72,000 tons to 
144,368 tons and from Rs. 90 to Rs. 184 lakhs in value. 
The British share rose sharply from 24,000 tons (Rs. 41 
lakhs) to 63,000 tons (Rs. 99 lakhs). Arrivals from 
Belgium advanced from 32,000 tons (Rs. 33 lakhs) 
to 59,000 tons (Rs. 62 lakhs), and those from France from 
11,000 tons (Rs. 9 lakhs) to 16,000 tons (Rs. 14 lakhs). 


Bolts and Nuts.—The total trade diminished from 
11,330 tons to 10,265 tons and from Rs. 32 to Rs. 3l 
lakhs. The British share, on the other hand, advanced 
from 2,478 tons (Rs. 10 lakhs) to 3,796 tons (Rs. 15 
lakhs). The share of Belgium was reduced from 
4,621 tons (Rs.9 lakhs) to 3,483 tons (Rs. 7 lakhs), 
while that of Germany fell from 2,766 tons (Rs. 8 lakhs) 
to 1,353 tons (Rs. 4 lakhs). 


Nails, Rivets and Washers (other than Wire Nails).— 
The total trade advanced slightly from 17,000 tons to 
18,000 tons, but the value remained constant at Rs. 52 
lakhs. Arrivals from the United Kingdom rose from 
6,552 tons to 6,627 tons, but fell in value from Rs. 20 
to Rs. 17 lakhs. Belgian shipments rose from 4,088 tons 
(Rs.9 lakhs) to 4,757 tons (Rs. 10 lakhs). Sweden 
supplied Rs. 8 lakhs, Norway Rs. 9 lakhs and Germany 
Rs. 34 lakhs. 


Cast Pipes and Fittings——The total trade expanded 
from 9,080 tons (Rs. 23 lakhs) to 15,672 tons (Rs. 33 
lakhs). While the British share rose from Rs. 17 to

Rs. 19 lakhs, that of ‘‘ other countries ’’ advanced from 
Rs. 6 to Rs. 14 lakhs. 


Hoops and Strips.—A fall is to be recorded in the total 
trade from 35,000 tons (Rs. 53 lakhs) to 33,000 tons 
(Rs. 48 lakhs). The British share rose in quantity from 
13,684 tons to 15,178 tons and from Rs. 24 to Rs. 244 
lakhs in value. The Belgian share was reduced from 
12,824 tons (Rs. 16 lakhs) to 10,397 tons (Rs. 13 lakhs). 


Galvanised Sheets and Plates—There was a very 
substantial advance in the total trade from 274,819 tons 
valued at Rs. 717 lakhs to 331,504 tons valued at 
Rs. 806 lakhs. The British share rose from 249,024 tons 
(Rs. 645 lakhs) to 297,686 tons (Rs. 724 lakhs). The 
American share fell from 12,088 tons (Rs. 40 lakhs) to 
4,330 tons (Rs. 16 lakhs). ‘* Other countries,’ notably 
Belgium, increased their shipments from 13,707 tons 
(Rs. 32 lakhs) to 29,488 tons (Rs. 65 lakhs). As a result 
of the extraordinarily large shipments, the market for 
galvanised sheets in Calcutta, which is the principal 
port of entry, was in a very depressed state during 
September—December. There were some failures, drafts 
had to be extended and heavy stocks were accumulated. 
The off-take, however, during the season was particularly 
good, and the position at the close of the financial year 
had considerably improved. 


Tinned Plates.—Total imports rose from 22,244 tons 
valued at Rs. 77 lakhs to 24,949 tons valued at Rs. 82 
lakhs. The share of the United Kingdom advanced 
from 11,592 tons (Rs. 40 lakhs) to 17,420 tons (Rs. 57 
lakhs), while that of the United States fell from 10,623 
tons (Rs. 37 lakhs) to 7,393 tons (Rs. 25 lakhs). 


Sheets and Plates (not galvanised or tinned).—Total 
imports were increased from 61,967 tons valued at 
Rs. 844 lakhs to 79,738 tons valued at Rs. 108 lakhs. 
The share of the United Kingdom rose from 16,510 tons 
(Rs. 28 lakhs) to 44,396 tons (Rs. 66 lakhs). Imports 
from Belgium fell from 31,234 tons (Rs. 38 lakhs) to 
30,566 tons (Rs. 36 lakhs). 


Wrought Tubes, Pipes and Fittings —Aggregate 
imports rose from 29,942 tons (Rs. 91 lakhs) to 46,980 
tons (Rs. 131 lakhs). Arrivals from the United King- 
dom advanced from 12,202 tons (Rs. 45 lakhs) to 28,583 
tons (Rs. 85 lakhs), and those from Belgium from 4,494 
tons (Rs. 11 lakhs) to 7,086 tons (Rs. 16 lakhs). On 
the other hand, imports from Germany fell from 9,735 
tons (Rs. 25 lakhs) to 7,227 tons (Rs. 17 lakhs). Imports 
from the United States declined very slightly to Rs. 4 
lakhs. 


Wire Nails.—The total figures receded slightly from 
14,498 tons to 13,433 tons and from Rs. 25 to Rs. 24 
lakhs. The British share amounted to only 329 tons 
valued at Rs. 80,000. Arrivals from Germany were 
reduced from 3,276 tons (Rs. 6 lakhs) to 2,266 tons 
(Rs. 4 lakhs) and those from Belgium from 9,810 tons 
(Rs. 17 lakhs) to 6,671 tons (Rs. 12 lakhs). 


Wire Rope.—There was a satisfactory advance in the 
total trade from 3,027 tons (Rs. 194 lakhs) in 1926-27 
to 4,240 tons (Rs. 254 lakhs). Imports from the United 
Kingdom rose from 2,716 tons (Rs. 18 lakhs) to 3,910 
tons (Rs. 24 lakhs). Those from the United States 
amounted to only Rs. 42,000 and from “ other countries ”’ 
to Rs. 1,48,000. 


RAILWAY PLANT AND ROLLING STOCK. 


Imports on account of company-operated lines show 
a considerable advance from Rs. 325 to Rs. 477 lakhs. 
It is encouraging to note that the British share rose 
from Rs. 200 to Rs. 371 lakhs. Imports from Belgium 
increased from Rs. 38 to Rs. 59 lakhs, but shipments from 
Germany were reduced from Rs. 28 to Rs. 18 lakhs, 
those from the United States from Rs. 21] to Rs. 10 lakhs, 
those from Australia from Rs. 24 to Rsj12 lakhs and 
‘* other countries ” from Rs. 14 to Rs. 6 lakhs. 

Imports of railway plant in the form of Government 
stores on account of state-operated lines also advanced 
from Rs. 283 to Rs. 458 lakhs. The British share rose 
from Rs. 171 to Rs. 253 lakhs. The most noteworthy 
feature, however, was the increase in the Belgian share 
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from Rs. 67 to Rs. 164 lakhs, largely due to the deliveries 
under a contract for 100,000 tons of steel sleepers. 
Supplies from Germany rose from Rs. 15 to Rs. 18 lakhs, 
and from Australia from Rs. 6 to Rs. 64 lakhs, while the 
share of the United States fell from Rs. 34 to Rs. 4 lakh, 
and from “ other countries ”’ from Rs. 21 to Rs. 15 lakhs. 

The fact that British suppliers of railway material 
shipped more than Rs. 253 lakhs’ worth in excess of 
their shipments during the previous year shows that 
they are recovering their position after the great blow 
caused by the coal stoppage in England. It is expected 
that this improvement will be maintained. 


HARDWARE. 
(Excluding cutlery and electro-plated ware.) 
The total imports under this comprehensive heading 
advanced from Rs. 507 to Rs. 524 lakhs. The following 


figures with regard to the more important items com- 
prised in this classification will show where the variation

There was an encouraging advance in the British share 
from Rs. 184 to Rs. 206 lakhs. Germany, on the other 
hand, increased her shipments only from Rs. 158 to 
Rs. 161 lakhs. Arrivals from the United States were 
reduced from Rs. 71 to Rs. 62 lakhs. Those from Sweden 
remained stationary at Rs. 154 lakhs, those from Japan 
at Rs. 27 lakhs and Austria at Rs. 13 lakhs. Imports 
from ‘“ other countries ”’ totalled Rs. 384 lakhs. 


INSTRUMENTS, APPARATUS, APPLIANCES AND 
THEIR PARTS. 


Electrical.—Total imports advanced from Rs. 251 to 
Rs. 283 lakhs. The British share rose from Rs. 170 
to Rs. 185 lakhs, that of Germany from Rs. 22 to Rs. 28 
lakhs, from Holland from Rs. 10 to Rs. 13 lakhs, the 
United States from Rs. 33 to Rs. 35 lakhs and Italy 
from Rs.7 to Rs. 84 lakhs. An analysis of the above 
figures shows that imports of electric wires and cables 
rose from Rs. 81 to Rs. 90 lakhs, the increased trade 
being almost entirely secured by the United Kingdom, 
whose share advanced from Rs. 71 to Rs. 80 lakhs. 
The United States and Holland each supplied about 
Rs. 24 lakhs’ worth. The trade in electric glow lamps 
and parts thereof, which rose from Rs. 21 to Rs. 26 
lakhs, was divided between Holland (Rs. 9? lakhs) 
the United Kingdom (Rs. 6? lakhs), Germany (Rs. 2 
lakhs) and “other countries”’ (Rs.7 lakhs). Electric 
lamps of other kinds amounting to Rs. 94 lakhs were 
obtained from the United States (Rs. 64 lakhs), Germany 
(Rs. 14 lakhs) and the United Kingdom (Rs. 1 lakh). 
The Rs. 34 lakhs’ worth of electric fans imported were 
obtained from the United Kingdom (Rs. 18 lakhs), 
Italy (Rs. 8 lakhs), the United States (Rs. 2 lakhs) and 
‘“‘ other countries ’’ (Rs. 6 lakhs). Of a total of Rs. 47 
lakhs’ worth of unenumerated electrical apparatus, the 
United Kingdom supplied Rs. 28 lakhs, the United 
States Rs. 10 lakhs, Germany Rs.6 lakhs and Japan 
Rs. 1 lakh. Accumulators were imported to a-total of 
Rs. 22 lakhs of which the United Kingdom supplied 
Rs. 19 lakhs and the United States Rs. 14 lakhs. Meters 
and switchboards were almost entirely obtained from 
the United Kingdom, but of the Rs. 11 lakhs’ worth 
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of batteries imported, the United States supplied 
Rs. 64 lakhs, the United Kingdom Rs.1 lakh and 
* other countries ”’ Rs. 3 lakhs. 


Miscellaneous instruments and apparatus.—The 
following are the values of the imports, but details are 
not yet available with regard to countries of origin :— 
Musical, Rs. 23 lakhs against Rs. 27 lakhs in 1926-27; 
optical, Rs. 8 lakhs in both years; cinematograph films, 
Rs. 26 lakhs against Rs. 23 lakhs; photographic (other 
than cinematograph films), Rs. 23 lakhs in both years; 
scientific and philosophical, Rs. 22 lakhs in both years; 
and surgical, Rs. 23 lakhs against Rs. 21 lakhs in 1926-27. 


Wireless Apparatus.—The results of the opening of the 
Bombay and Calcutta Broadcasting Stations in July 
and August respectively are shown by a considerable 
advance in total imports of wireless apparatus from 
Rs. 5 to Rs. 15} lakhs. The British share rose from 
Rs. 4 to Rs. 10} lakhs, that of the United States from 
Rs. 35,000 to Rs. 89,000 and “ other countries ”’ (mainly 
Germany and other Continental countries) from 
Rs. 30,000 to Rs. 4 lakhs. 


PAPER AND PASTEBOARD. 


Packing Paper.—The total trade rose from Rs. 40 to 
Rs. 49 lakhs, the increase being mainly secured by 
Sweden, whose imports advanced from Rs. 10 to Rs. 17 
lakhs. British imports remained stationary at about 
Rs. 6 lakhs and those from Germany at Rs. 12 lakhs. 
Norway supplied Rs. 34 lakhs, Holland Rs. 2 lakhs, 
the remainder being obtained from countries unenume- 
rated. 

Printing Paper.—There was a fall in imports of printing 
paper from Rs. 100 to Rs. 84 lakhs. The British share 
rose slightly from Rs. 19 to Rs. 21 lakhs, but that of 
- Norway fell from Rs. 23 to Rs. 214 lakhs, Germany’s 
from Rs. 21 to Rs. 93 lakhs and Austria’s from Rs. 14 
to Rs.9 lakhs. Holland slightly increased its share 
from Rs. 6 to Rs. 9 lakhs. 


Writing Paper and Envelopes.—The total trade rose 
slightly from Rs. 58 to Rs. 63 lakhs. The British share 
advanced from Rs. 30 to Rs.32 lakhs. Norway in- 
creased her proportion from Rs. 5 to Rs. 74 lakhs, while 
the German share fell from Rs.7 to Rs. 44 lakhs. 
Sweden’s remained fairly stationary at Rs. 2 lakhs and 
Holland’s showed little change at Rs.4 lakhs. Un- 
enumerated countries shipped Rs. 13 lakhs’ worth. 


STATIONERY. 
(Eacluding Paper.) 


Total imports rose from Rs. 82 to Rs. 92 lakhs, and 
the British share advanced from Rs. 45 to Rs. 52} 
lakhs, while that of Germany declined from Rs. 25 
to Rs. 23 lakhs. Arrivals from Japan advanced from 
Rs. 4 to Rs. 6 lakhs, those from the United States from 
Rs. 34 to Rs.4} lakhs and “other countries”’ from 
Rs. 4 to Rs. 6 lakhs. 


PAINTS AND COLOURS. 


The total trade expanded from Rs. 111 to Rs. 120 
lakhs. The British proportion advanced from Rs. 79 
to Rs. 84 lakhs, that of Germany from Rs. 8} to Rs. 9 
lakhs, while Japanese and American shipments were 
steady at Rs. 34 lakhs and Rs. 5} lakhs respectively. 
‘* Other countries ’’ supplied Rs. 174 lakhs’ worth. 


SOAP. 


The total trade rose from Rs. 152 to Rs. 161 lakhs. 
The United Kingdom improved her position from 
Rs. 137 to Rs. 147 lakhs, while ‘other countries ” 
declined from Rs. 15 to Rs. 14 lakhs. The increased 
trade was entirely in household and laundry soap, the 
imports of toilet and miscellaneous soaps remaining 
practically unaltered. 


PROVISIONS. 
The total trade advanced from Rs. 578 to Rs. 641 


lakhs, but this was mainly accounted for by enormous 
shipments aggregating Rs. 192 lakhs’ worth of vegetable 
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products (vegetable ghee, vegetable fats, etc.). From 
the point of view of the United Kingdom this trade is 
largely non-competitive. India obtains almost all its 
supplies from Holland. So far as the trade in provisions 
is concerned, the British share rose from Rs. 225 to 
Rs. 234 lakhs, while that of the United States advanced 
from Rs. 44 to Rs. 48 lakhs. Imports from Australia 
fell from Rs. 13 to Rs. 9 lakhs. The bulk of the re- 
mainder represented Oriental produce imported from 
the Straits Settlements and China. 


LIQUORS. 


Ale, Beer and Porter.—The total trade advanced from 
Rs. 92 to Rs. 104 lakhs, and it is satisfactory to note 
that the share of the United Kingdom rose from Rs. 54 
to Rs. 63 lakhs. Imports from Germany advanced 
slightly from Rs. 30 to Rs. 31 lakhs and those from 
Holland from Rs. 4 to Rs. 5 lakhs. Japanese shipments 
remained stationary at about Rs. 3 lakhs. 

Spirits —Total imports rose from Rs. 229 to Rs. 230 
lakhs. The British share advanced from Rs. 1354 to 
Rs. 136 lakhs. Arrivals from France fell from Rs. 55 
to Rs. 51 lakhs while those from Java rose from Rs. 11] 
to Rs. 14 lakhs. Imports from the United States were 
slightly larger at Rs. 154 lakhs and those from Germany 
were steady at Rs. 7? lakhs. 


Motor VEHICLES. 


Motor Cars, including Taxi-cabs.—The steady increase 
in the total imports of motor cars, which has been such 
a marked feature of the past few years, continued during 
the period under review and was largely influenced by 
the reduction of the import duty from 30 per cent. to 
20 per cent. The total number of motor cars imported 
rose from 13,197 in 1926-27 to 15,122 in 1927-28, and 
the value from Rs. 294 to Rs. 354 lakhs. The following 
table gives the origin of the imports :—

It is most encouraging to note that the advance in 
imports of British cars is being maintained. Home 
motor manufacturers are now paying much more atten- 
tion to this market, and the efforts of their factory 
representatives and local agents are bound to be 
reflected in an increased trade. 


Motor Cycles (including Scooters).—The total trade 
again increased from 1,803 machines valued at Rs. 104 
lakhs to 2,146 machines valued at Rs. 12 lakhs. British 
machines rose in number from 1,665 to 1,964 and in 
value from Rs. 9? lakhs to Rs. 11 lakhs. The share of 
the United States fell from 75 to 67 machines, and 
from Rs. 44,514 to Rs. 44,181. Imports from “ other 
countries,’ however, showed a notable advance from 
63 to 115 machines and from Rs. 26,365 to Rs. 42,735. 


Motor Omnibuses, Motor Vans and Motor Lorries.— 
Here again there was a considerable increase in the total 
trade, imports advancing from 6,343 to 8,682 vehicles 
and their value from Rs. 120 to Rs. 149} lakhs. The 
British share rose from 341 to 447 vehicles and from 
Rs. 19 to Rs. 23 lakhs. Imports from Canada advanced 
from 3,529 (Rs. 48 lakhs) to 4,268 (Rs. 55 lakhs) and those 
from the United States from 2,322 (Rs. 49 lakhs) to 
3,699 (Rs. 674 lakhs). The high average value of the 
British vehicles show that these imports were almost 
entirely either heavy *bus chassis or heavy lorries. Of 
the total imports of 8,682 vehicles, 7,412 were imported 
in the form of chassis, only 1,270 being received with 
bodies. 
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Cycles (other than Motor Cycles) and parts and acces- 
sories.—The boom in the cycle trade continued through- 
out the year but there are distinct signs that the business 
has been overdone, and this will probably be reflected 
in reduced arrivals in the near future. Total imports 
advanced from Rs. 107 to Rs. 117} lakhs. The British 
share rose from Rs. 913 to Rs. 1004 lakhs, and Germany’s 
from Rs. 13 to Rs. 14} lakhs, but “ other countries ” 
remained at about Rs. 2} lakhs. 


RUBBER TYRES AND TUBES. 


Pneumatic Motor Covers.—A very marked expansion 
in the total trade is to be recorded. Imports rose from 
310,551 to 418,808 covers, and from Rs. 118 to Rs. 169 
lakhs. Although British shipments increased from 
Rs. 42 to Rs. 474 lakhs, those from the United States 
advanced from Rs. 22? to Rs. 484 lakhs and from Canada 
from Rs. 17} to Rs. 36 lakhs. Arrivals from France, 
on the other hand, fell from Rs. 26 to Rs. 23. German 
exports were fairly stationary at Rs. 44 lakhs. 


Pneumatic Motor Cycle Covers.—The total trade 
advanced from 11,179 covers valued at Rs. 1,8 lakhs 
to 12,555 covers valued at Rs. 1,7 lakhs. The British 
share fell slightly from Rs. 1,3 to Rs. 1,1 lakhs while 
that of the United States rose from Ks. 4,000 to 
Rs. 15,000. 


Pneumatic Cycle Covers.—The total trade expanded 
from 600,713 to 640,365 covers, but values fell from 
Rs. 14 to Rs. 12 lakhs. The British share was practically 
as in the previous year at Rs.7 lakhs. Arrivals from 
France were reduced from Rs. 5,8 to Rs. 4,4 lakhs. 


Solid Rubber Tyres for Motor Vehicles.—The total 
trade rose slightly from 9,520 tyres valued at Rs. 11? 
lakhs to 11,786 tyres valued at Rs. 14? lakhs. There 
was a decrease in the British share from Rs. 7 to Rs. 6-6 
lakhs which was balanced by an increase in the German 
quota from Rs. # to Rs. 1? lakhs. Arrivals from the 
United States rose from Rs. 34 to Rs. 44 lakhs. 


APPAREL. 
(Excluding hosvery and boots and shoes.) 


The total trade diminished from Rs. 178 to Rs. 164 
lakhs, this reduction being largely borne by the United 
Kingdom, whose share fell from Rs. 86 to Rs. 68 lakhs. 
Germany increased her shipments from Rs. 20 to Rs. 25 
lakhs, and French exports rose from Rs. 24 to Rs. 28 
lakhs. On the other hand, arrivals from Italy fell 
from Rs. 16 to Rs. 13 lakhs and those from the United 
States from Rs. 11 to Rs. 7 lakhs. Japanese shipments 
showed little variation at Rs. 14 lakhs. 


Boots AND SHOES. 


The steady advance in this trade still continues. 
Total imports rose from 1,915,183 pairs, valued at 
Rs. 57 lakhs, to 2,772,964 pairs, valued at Rs. 67 lakhs. 
This increase is shown principally in boots and shoes of 
other materials than leather, imports of which rose from 
1,454,170 pairs to 2,235,312 pairs. Although the British 
share of the total imports rose from 711,928 to 817,366 
pairs, the value advanced only from Rs. 29,2 to Rs. 29,3 
lakhs due to reduced prices. Imports from the United 
States rose from Rs. 14 to Rs. 16 lakhs and those from 
‘* other countries ”’ (notably Czechoslovakia) from Rs. 12 
to Rs. 20 lakhs. 


CoAL. 


As might be expected, the total imports compared with 
th corresponding period of the previous year, which 
included the coal stoppage, rose from 141,733 tons, 
valued at Rs. 31 lakhs, to 262,997 tons, valued at 
Rs. 58 lakhs. Imports from the United Kingdom 
improved in value from Rs. 3 to Rs. 14 lakhs and those 
from the Union of South Africa from Rs. 19 to Rs. 32 
lakhs. Imports from Portuguese East Africa also 
advanced from Rs. 5 to Rs. 8 lakhs, but shipments from 
Australia declined from Rs. 3 to Rs. 2 lakhs. 
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THE REVISION OF CUSTOMS 
TARIFFS. 








CHANGES MADE AND PENDING. 


We publish below a brief résumé of Tariff activity 
throughout the world during the first six months of 
1928. Reference is made to all changes of substantial 
importance, but it should be understood that in many 
countries not mentioned below some minor Tariff 
changes have been made during the period under 
review. 

As regards foreign countries, new Tariffs have come 
into force in Latvia, Chile, Peru, and Persia; and the 
Roumanian and Spanish Tariffs are under revision. 
The French Tariff has been considerably amended, 
increases of duty being provided for in some cases, but 
reductions (following on Treaty negotiations) in many 
others. The process of Tariff reductions by Treaties 
has been, or is in process of being, carried further in 
Austria, Greece, and the S.H.S. Kingdom. There 
have also been changes of some importance in the 
Belgian and Italian Tariffs. 

As regards the Empire, the chief Tariff changes 
have been in Australia (where reduced duties have 
come into operation for some goods, accompanied by 
increases of duties on others, including woollens), 
Canada (where the Textile Sections of the Tariff 
have been remodelled), and in the Union of South 
Africa (where important reductions were made under 
the Budget). 

EUROPE. 


AustriA.—A few reductions of duty were provided 
for by the Treaty with Finland (in force 18th Febru- 
ary). A revised Franco-Austrian Commercial Agree- 
ment was signed on 16th May; when in force this will 
involve many Tariff changes, mostly in the direction 
of reductions, but some in the nature of increases. 


BELGIuM (AND LuxEMbBuRG).—A few reductions of 
duty were provided for by the Commercial Treaty with 
the Serb-Croat-Slovene Kingdom, in force from 
9th February. Under the Franco-Belgian Agree- 
ment, in force from 15th April, the ad valorem duties 
on various silk goods were reduced, and several 
changes were made in the specific duties of the Tariff. 
The negotiations for the Agreement had been based on 
a proposed Belgian Government measure to increase 
the ‘‘ coefficients of increase ’’ so as to adjust specific 
duties to increased prices following on the depreciation 
of the Belgian france in 1926. For the most part, 
therefore, the Agreement either fixed the coefficients 
at the rates then in force or at rates which, though 
higher than such rates, were nevertheless lower than 
those proposed in the Government measure—only in 4 
few cases were “‘ coefficients ’’ reduced. The general 
revision of the “* coefficients ’’ has not yet been put 
into force. 

Drenmark.—A Law in force from 1st April incorpo- 
rated permanently in the Tariff the duties on 
‘* luxury ”’ articles (applied since 1924 by a series of 
temporary Laws), and made various further alterations 
in the Tariff. Generally speaking, these alterations 
were of a minor character. 

Fintanp.—The Tariff changes made at the beginning 
of the year were generally in the nature of reductions. 
Some chemicals were made duty free. 

France.—In September, 1927, a partial Tariff revi- 
sion took place, as a result of the Franco-German 
Agreement of August, 1927. The ‘* Minimum ” 
Tariff duties on many goods were increased, in view of 
the extension of Germany’s most-favoured-nation 
rights. Further measures of Tariff revision became 
operative in March and April, 1928. ‘To some extent 
these measures involved increases of duty on goods 
not covered by the partial Tariff revision of 1927 
(although in many cases not to the extent proposed in 
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the General Tariff Revision Bill of the spring of 1927), 
but in many cases they represent reductions of duty. 
The increases were made mostly by the Law of 
2nd March, to which two Schedules were attached. 
Schedule A revised the duties on silk goods and goods 
containing silk, mostly in an upward direction, though 
it also included many reductions provided for by the 
Franco-Swiss Treaty of January; Schedule B (the 
‘* additif douanier ’’) provided mostly for increases of 
‘* Minimum ”’ Tariff duties in view of the extension of 
most-favoured-nation treatment to all German goods. 
The reductions of duty result mainly from the Swiss, 
Belgian, and Italian Treaties; on some goods they 
represent reductions below the level of the increased 
rates enforced in September last (though the duties 
are still higher than they were before September), but 
on other goods (including cotton yarns and piece-goods) 
they represent reductions from the duties which had 
been in force since 1926. The duties on some further 
classes of goods are, it is understood, to be reduced by 
the Treaty recently concluded with Austria. The 
duties on petroleum and petroleum products were 
modified by a Law of 16th March. 


GREECE.—A few minor Tariff changes have been 
made, including a reduction of the duty on linoleum 
under the Commercial Treaty with Latvia (in force 
from 16th February). The duties on many metal 
goods, some chemicals and paper wares, cotton 
hosiery, etc., will be reduced when the Commercial 
Treaty with Germany, signed on 24th March, comes 
into force. 


Itaty.-—The duties on a few goods were reduced by 
the Agreement with France (in force from 2nd April). 
A few Tariff changes were made by Decrees in January 
and March, including an increase of the duty on 
medium-quality firebricks and boracic materials and 
the imposition of a duty on coke. The system of 
‘“ temporary admission ’’’ (duty free admission of 
materials to be used in the manufacture of goods for 
export) has been slightly extended. 


LatviA.—A_ revised Tariff came into faree on 
16th April. It is a two-column Tariff, and practically 
all goods imported into Latvia from the United 
Kingdom now require to be accompanied by certifi- 
cates of origin. 


Litavanta.—The duties on petrol, tyres, motor cars, 
motor cycles, and other vehicles were increased in 
June, 


PotanD.—In March, the Polish import restriction 
regime was relaxed, and only a comparatively short 
list of “‘ luxury ’’ goods remained subject to import 
licences. At the same time steps were taken to 
‘“* valorise *’ the Customs duties in order to put them 
in line with the new value of the zloty, which had 
depreciated by 72 per cent. since the Tariff duties 
were fixed in 1924. The duties on “‘ luxury ’’ goods 
(for the most part those remaining subject to import 
licence) were increased by the full 72 per cent.; a few 
goods (foodstuffs, cast iron, etc.) were exempt from 
any increase; and on all other goods the duties were 
increased by 30 per cent. Apart from this, only a few 
minor Tariff changes have been made since January. 


PoRTUGAL AND PorTUGUESE CoLoNIES.—In Portugal 
only a few minor Tariff changes have been made since 
the beginning of the year, but in Mozambique 
(Portuguese East Africa) a new Tariff came into force 
on Ist January, and in Angola (Portuguese West 
Africa) a new Tariff came into force on Ist July. The 
chief feature of these new Tariffs is the extension of 
the preference accorded to Portuguese goods. The 
rules for the assessment of ad valorem duties in 
Angola have been modified so as to take into account 
the depreciation of the local escudo. 

RoumManta.—Work is proceeding on the revision of 
the Tariff, and it is possible that the new Tariff may 
be enacted during the summer. ' 
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SERB-CroaT-SLOVENE StatTE.—The duties on various 
goods were reduced by the Treaties with Germany, 
Belgium, and some other reductions of duty have been 
made by Decree. The duty on flour was increased in 
April. 


Spain.—A few Tariff changes were made in March, 
when the duties on certain forms of aluminium were 
increased. The Spanish authorities are proceeding 
with the work of Tariff revision, but it is not yet 
possible to state when the new Tariff is likely to come 
into force. The revision of Spain’s remaining 
‘* Tariff ’’ treaties is also understood to be in progress. 


SWEDEN.—Only a few minor Tariff changes have 
been made. A proposal is under consideration for a 
temporary increase in the duties on certain kinds of 
iron and steel. 


SWITZERLAND.—The duties on a few goods were 
reduced in April as the result of the Additional Com- 
mercial Agreement with France. In May the duty on 
certain grades of cotton piece-goods was increased. 





AMERICA. 


CuiLE.—A new Tariff, with rates which, generally 
speaking, were higher than those of the former Tariff, 
was approved by a Law of 22nd February. It came 
into force in February as regards (a) reductions of 
duty and (b) the imposition of duties on goods for- 
merly duty free. Increases of duty (affecting cotton 
and woollen goods, inter alia) came into force on 
27th April. A special Law of 9th January revised 
the duties on coal and petroleum. 


Cuspa.—The duties on cotton, yarn, and thread were 
reduced in January. 


Hayti.—In virtue of an Exchange of Notes of 
25th February, United Kingdom goods now enjoy 
most-favoured-nation treatment in Hayti. This in- 
volves a 334 reduction of duty on United Kingdom 
goods of kinds covered by the Franco-Haytian modus 
vivendi. 


Mexico.—Various tariff alterations have been made 
by Decrees, including an increase in the duties on jute, 
yarns, and fabrics. 


Pervu.—A new Tariff came into force on 2nd Janu. 
ary. The main feature of the former Tariff (i.e., the 
‘* Emergency Tariff ’’ of November, 1926) are main- 
tained, although many alterations were made both in 
classification and rates of duty. The duties on pure 
cotton and wool piece-goods were, generally speaking, 
slightly reduced. 


UNITED States oF AmeERICcA.—-Under the ‘* flexible 
Tariff ’’ provisions, the duties on cherries, cotton rag 
rugs, and precipitated barium carbonate have been 
increased. 


Uruauay.-—Only a few minor Tariff changes have 
been made, the chief of which was the revision of the 
valuations on which the ad valorem duties on goods 
falling under the leather and footwear Section of the 
Tariff are assessed. 





ASIA. 


Persia.—A revised Angio-Persian Treaty, signed on 
10th May, abrogates all provisions of earlier Treaties 
which limit in any way the right of Persia to settle her 
Customs Tariff autonomously. Under the Treaty the 
‘‘ Minimum ”’ rates of a new Persian Customs Tariff 
(approved by the Persian Legislature on 3rd May) are 
applicable to British goods. Goods consigned to 
Persia before 10th May were not to pay rates higher 
than those in the former (1920) Tariff. 
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BRITISH EMPIRE. 


UniTED Kinapom.—Under the Budget (May) the 
Customs duty on foreign raw sugar, and on all kinds of 
sugar from the Empire was reduced, as was also the 
Excise duty on home produced sugar. The Excise 
duty on British wine was increased; Customs duties 
were imposed on light hydrocarbon oils (petrol, 
benzene, turpentine, etc.), and on buttons, and 
Customs and Excise duties on mechanical lighters. 
The Tariff treatment of British Empire films was also 
changed. 

In June a duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem was 
imposed on wrought enamelled hollow-ware, whether 
of iron or steel, of a description commonly used for 
domestic purposes. (Imports from the British Empire 
pay two-thirds of this rate.) 

AUSTRALIA.—A summary of the Tariff Board’s 
Annual Report for 1927 was published in the 
‘‘ Journal ’’ of 8th March, one interesting feature being 
the Board’s discussion of the conditions of Australian 
industry in relation to the Tariff position. The Tariff 
revision proposals introduced into the Commonwealth 
Parliament in November, 1927 (with certain subse- 
quent .amendments), were promulgated as Law on 
31st March, 1928. The reductions of duty (e.g., those 
affecting lace, cutlery, and motor cycles) accordingly 
became operative as from that date, increases of duty 
having already taken effect from the date of the intro- 
duction of the respective Resolutions. An important 
amendment adopted during the consideration of the 
measure increased the duty on certain classes of 
woollen piece-goods. The amount of the British Pre- 
ference on exposed or developed films has been 
increased by 4d. per lineal foot. 


CanaDA.—The Budget Resolutions, introduced on 
16th February, proposed numerous Tariff changes, but 
these proposals were considerably modified and many 
additions made thereto during Parliamentary discus- 
sion. ‘The outstanding feature of the Tariff amend- 
ments was the entire re-classification and_ re- 
arrangement of the Textile groups in the Customs 
Tariff. The Budget also provided for the reduction of 
the Sales Tax from 4 to 3 per cent., and proposed a 
modification of the Preferential Tariff regulations, the 
effect of which would be to increase the proportion of 
Empire labour or materials from 25 per cent. to 50 per 
cent. of the total value of goods entitled to enter at 
the British Preferential Tariff rates. 


Ir1sH FrEE State.—The Budget Resolutions intro- 
duced by the Minister of Finance on 25th April, 
effective from the following day, affected the duties on 
motor vehicles, glass bottles and jars, sugar, certain 
spirit varnish, shapes and hoods for the manufacture 
of hats. 


Union oF Soutn Arrica.—The Budget proposals 
introduced on 4th April, which were incorporated (with 
amendments) in a Bill which was enacted and became 
operative on 7th June, modified the Customs duties 
on a considerable number of articles. Increases of 
duty, which were comparatively few, took effect on 
5th April, but reductions of duty (which affect certain 
classes of cotton piece goods, certain hosiery, glass- 
ware and chinaware, cutlery, and tea, as well as 
domestic sewing machines) did not become operative 
until the enactment of the measures. 


BritisH Inp1a.—The Act which came into force on 
8rd April made various Tariff changes, including the 
imposition of a 5 per cent. duty on belting and a reduc- 
tion of 5 per cent. of the duty on camel hair yarn (as 
decided upon by the Government in connection with 
the Tariff Board’s Report on the Textile Belting In- 
dustry). The principal recommendations of the Tariff 
Board on the railway-wagon industry were not 
adopted, but the protective duty on wire and wire nails 
was discontinued, and the duty on nuts and bolts was 
increased (in April). Following on the Tariff Board’s 
recommendations, the duty on plywood was increased 
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(for five years) as from Ist April. A Tariff Board 
inquiry is now proceeding on the question of the grant 
of protection to the mineral-oil industry. 


CryLon.—-The Customs duties on certain spirits 
were modified with effect from 2nd March. 


British Norta Borngo.—A revised Customs Tariff 
which came into operation in December last provided 
for the introduction of Preferential Tariff duties: in 
respect of a number of articles consigned from or pro- 
duced in Great Britain or Northern Ireland. 


Mauritius.—Information has been received that 
the Tariff Preference accorded to certain classes of 
United Kingdom goods was extended with effect from 
November last. 

Gotp Coast AND NIGERIA.—The duties on certain 
foodstuffs have been abolished, while those on spirits 
have been increased. 

St. Lucia.—The revised Customs Tariff provided, 
inter alia, for a reduction of the duties on motor 
vehicles wholly of British manufacture.

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The event of the month in the foreign exchange market 
was the stabilisation of the French franc. The stabilisa- 
tion Bill, which was passed by the Chamber of: Deputies 
on 24th June, provides for a new stabilised franc of 
65-5 milligrammes of gold nine-tenths fine, making 
492 gold francs of the new standard the equivalent in 
gold content of 100 pre-war gold francs. This 
gives the currency a parity of 124-21 francs 
to the pound and of 25-52 frs. to the dollar. 

- The closing rates for the franc on London were 
124-0 on Ist and 2nd June, 124-15 from the 4th 
to the 13th, and 124-188 from the 14th to the 23rd. 
In the week following stabilisation the closing rates 
were 124-075 on the 25th and 28th, 124-0 on the 26th 
and 27th, and 124-15 on the 29th and 30th.

From March of 1927 the rate has been virtually 
stationary at around 124 to the £. 


Sterling weakened on New York somewhat during 
June, closing rates of 4-884, 4-883 and 4-882 being 
recorded on the Ist, 9th and 16th respectively. The 
rate fell to 4-878 on the 21st and to 4-876 on the 27th, 
the lowest since February. The closing rate on the 
last three days of June was 4-877. 


The Continental rates for which weekly averages are 
shown in the table above recorded little movement in 
relation to sterling during June. For most of the 
currencies quoted sterling held its own, but the rates 
for the belga and the Swedish krone moved a little 
in favour of those currencies. 


The Buenos Aires dollar declined in value during June 
from a closing rate of 47-734d. on the Ist to 47-594d. 
on the 30th. The yen was quoted at a shade over 23d. 
on the 4th and 5th, but at somewhat easier rates for 
sterling towards the end of the month; the closing 
quotation on the 30th was 222d.

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BRITISH STANDARD STEEL WIRE 
ROPES. 


The British Engineering Standards Association has 
recently issued a British standard specification for round 
strand steel wire ropes for use with cage or platform 
hoists or lifts working in guides and used for the hoisting 
of either passengers or goods. The specification is not 
intended, however, to apply to ropes for coal hoists or 
such appliances. This specification has been prepared 
by Committees representative of both buying and 
manufacturing interests, and it will, as in the case of all 
British standard specifications, be reviewed as experience 
of its working or progress in the industry renders it 
necessary, and revised issues published from time to 
time. This specification is intended to provide for wire 
ropes having 6 round strands of either 12, 19 or 24 wires 
per strand, and of both ordinary and Lang’s Lay. 


Specifications for oil well ropes and for colliery haulage 
ropes are also in hand by the Committees, and will be 
published as and when they are completed.

£4,784,501 of native gold.

£1,103,409. Compared with the corresponding month 
of 1927, this shows an increase of £712,103. 





GOLD COAST COCOA EXPORTS. 


The Secretary to the Gold Coast Government Com- 
mercial Intelligence Bureau states that exports of 
cocoa from the Gold Coast in June amounted to 5,420 
tons. This compares with 5,577 tons in the same month 
of 1927 and brings the total for the current year to 
123,943 tons as against 115,326 tons in the first half of 
last year.

THE CATALOGUE. 

In previous articles on the annual British Industries 
Fair attempts have been made to show in how many 
ways British manufacturers benefit by the organisation 
placed at their disposal as exhibitors at this Fair. 
Cheapness of space, economy in stand construction and 
world-wide publicity having been dealt with, it is 
necessary to say something as to the nature and special 
value of the Fair catalogue. 

The catalogue is divided into two separate volumes, 
one for London and one for Birmingham, the former 
being published by the Department of Overseas Trade 
and the latter by the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce. 


THE ADVANCE EDITION. 


Fifty thousand copies of the London Section catalogue 
are published annually, of which 20,000 circulate to 
buyers in overseas countries and 30,000 to buyers in 
the United Kingdom. A _ special feature of this 
catalogue is the publication of an advance edition of 
11,000 copies over two months before the opening date 
of the Fair. Of this edition, 10,000 copies are sent 
overseas to countries near enough for the catalogue to 
reach its destination in time to serve as a guide to 
intending visitors to the Fair. Although published so 
long in advance, it contains fully 90 per cent. of the 
information in the final edition, including the stand 
numbers and location of all but “ late entry ” exhibitors, 
and is thus of real utility to the intending visitor. 
Overseas buyers who find it’ impossible to visit the 
Fair are also, by this means, given an opportunity to 
instruct their agents in this country to visit the Fair 
on their behalf and inspect exhibits which are of interest 
to them. In order to assist buyers unfamiliar with the 
English language, this edition, and those copies of the 
final edition published for overseas buyers, are furnished 
with indices to the exhibits in nine languages. 

The catalogue of the London section of the last Fair 
consisted of 152 pages of the names of exhibitors in 
alphabetical order, with a short description of their 
exhibits; 115 pages of a classification of the exhibits 
by trades, giving the names of exhibitors and stand 
numbers; 107 pages of an alphabetical list of exhibits; 
244 pages of exhibitors’ advertisements and 20 pages 
of non-exhibitors’ announcements. 

An exhibitor whose entry is received by the specified 
date is entitled to a free entry in this catalogue under 
the alphabetical list of exhibitors and in the classifica- 
tion of exhibits, and can, if he so desires, place a 
special notice in a classified trade advertisement section 
for the sum of £15 per page. Both the free entry and 
the advertisement appear in the advance and final 
editions. 


THE BIRMINGHAM CATALOGUE. 


The organisers of the Birmingham section of the Fair 
do not publish an advance edition of the catalogue of 
that section, but a list of their exhibitors, classified by 
trades, is sent as an inset to the advance edition of 
the London section catalogue. The Birmingham 
catalogue has a circulation of 20,000; is indexed in 
several languages, and contains an alphabetical list of 
exhibitors, a classification of exhibits, and a section 
devoted to exhibitors’ advertisements. The cost of a 
full-page advertisement in this catalogue is £10. 

Bona-fide overseas buyers visiting the Fair will receive 
a copy of the catalogue free of charge at the entrance, 
but in the case of homebuyers a charge of ls. will be 
made. 


A CONSTANT SERVICE. 


The value of the catalogue is by no means ended 
with the close of the Fair. Both the Department of 
Overseas Trade and the Birmingham executive have 
ample evidence that it is kept each year by an increasing 
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number of important buyers all over the world as a 
‘book of reference to British manufacturers. 

Similarly, both exhibitors and buyers have informed 
the Department of Overseas Trade of good business 
done as the result of the issue of the advance edition 
prior to the Fair. 

In other words, the appeal made by the catalogue 
on behalf of the exhibitors may be said to begin with 
the New Year, to be at its height during the Fair itself 
and to re-echo throughout the year, till the next annual 
edition takes up the work.

The value of imports in 1927 was £204,282 less than in 
1926, but there was an increase of £77,502 in the value of 
exports. Imports from the United Kingdom have declined 
from £758,041 in 1923 to £438,424 in 1927, while imports 
from the United States have fallen from £1,070,374 in 1923 
to £778,894 in 1927. On the other hand, imports from 
Canada have risen from £160,610 in 1923 to £401,224 in 
1927. With regard to exports, trade with the United 
Kingdom has fallen from £39,483 in 1923 to £31,009 in 
1927.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE. 


Great Britain, Canada and the United States supplied 
the bulk of the imports, the first named country furnishing 
in 1927 goods to the value of £438,424 as against £525,625 
in 1926. Canada and the United States shares were 
valued at £401,224 and £778,894 as against £462,273 and 
£880,645 respectively in 1926. 


As regards exports, the whole of the tomatoes and hemp 
went to the United States, while the sponge goes principally 
to the United States, Great Britain, France and Germany, 
lumber is sent to Cuba and turtle shell to Great Britain.

IMPORT TRADE IN JANUARY. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that during 
January last home consumption imports amounted in value 
to £640,238, as compared with £649,934 in January, 1927. 
It should be noted, however, that home consumption imports 
exclude Government goods and specie, and also produce of 
Tanganyika valued at £60,945 in the month under review 
(£58,066 in January, 1927) intended for subsequent re- 
exportation. 

The chief countries of origin of imports were Great Britain, 
£236,061 or 37 per cent. of the total; India, £75,235 (12 per 
cent.); the United States, £68,452 (11 per cent.); Holland, 
£56,775 (9 per cent.); Japan, £38,412 (6 per cent.); and 
Germany, £27,928 (4 per cent.). 


PALESTINE. 





TRADE AND INDUSTRY IN 1927. 


According to the Report by His Britannic Majesty’s 
Government to the Council of the League of Nations on the 
administration of Palestine and Trans-Jordan for the year 
1927, the value of imports of merchandise for home con- 
sumption was £P. 6,184,454, as compared with £P. 6,594,098 
in 1926, while exports of Palestine produce totalled 
£P. 1,899,759, a gratifying and significant increase of 
£P. 591,426 over 1926. 

For the first time since the war, exports of agricultural 
products exceeded imports of agricultural products, and 
to the extent of £P. 282,274. The index number of 
yields of these products has risen from 100 in 
1921 (the basic year) to 139 in 1927, in spite of partial 
failure of wheat, melon and durra crops. The area of 
land under orange plantation has almost doubled in the 
last four years. The soap, flour and (recently established) 
cement industries show steady development, and are 
increasing their export trade. The value of edible oils 
exported rose from £P. 9,470 in 1926 to £P. 75,673 
in 1927. The tobacco industry is flourishing, and one 
factory alone, which started business a few years ago with 
several thousands of pounds, has now raised its capital to 
£P. 150,000. Several of the smaller industries established 
at Tel-Aviv are increasing their output and local sales and 
are also finding export markets. There is no slackening 
in the formation of new companies: 20 were incorporated 
and 32 new co-operative societies were registered during 
the year. The economic depression had little effect on 
Post Office business; on the railways there was a falling 
off of passenger traffic, partly on account of inability with 
existing rolling stock to compete successfully with motor 
transport, but the goods traffic brought £P. 14,000 more 
revenue than in 1926. Of the much improved quality of 
nearly all kinds of agricultural produce, visitors to the 
very successful agricultural show held in Haifa in September 
last, had occular demonstration.

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that imports 
and domestic exports during the first three months of the 
current year were valued at £937,560 and £714,462 as 
compared with £741,907 and £693,539 respectively in the 
corresponding period of 1927. Great Britain supplied 
imports valued at £401,258 or 43 per cent. of the total 
imports, Germany £104,869 (11 per cent.), India £90,830 
(10 per cent.), Holland £77,492 (8 per cent.) and Japan 
£58,684 (6 per cent.).

BRAZIL. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH. 


The official returns of the overseas trade of Brazil for 
March last show a marked improvement as compared with 
the previous two months, both volume and value of exports 
showing gratifying increases, while imports declined. 
The balance of trade, consequently, shows an appreciable 
decline in the adverse balanee in volume, but a considerable 
increase in the favourable balance in sterling value, states 
** 'Wileman’s Brazilian Review.’ Nevertheless, the balance 
in favour of value of exports registered falls far short of the 
amount required to cover foreign obligations, which average 
about £7 million per month. The following table shows the 
comparative movement of the overseas trade in March 
and February last and March, 1927 :—

As compared with the first three months of 1927, there 
was an all round increase in trade during the first quarter 
of the current year, of which 41,327 tons in volume and 
£3,139,000 in f.o.b. sterling value of exports and 100,859 
tons and £846,000 c.i.f. respectively in imports; the sterling 
balance in favour of exports rose from £246,000 in 1927 
to £2,539,000 in 1928 (first quarters).

TRADE OF TIENTSIN IN MARCH QUARTER. 


The British Consul-General at Tientsin reports that in 
spite of increasing taxation the volume of the trade of the 
port continues to increase. The month of March was a 
record one in the history of the port, when. the Customs 
revenue exceeded one million Haekwan taels. The total 
Customs revenue for the first three months of the current 
year was 2,140,767,549 H. taels as against 2,017,537,518 
H. taels in the first quarter of 1927, and of this amount 
March was responsible for 1,041,307,290 H. taels as against 
821,875,897 H. taels in March, 1927. Information re- 
garding the factors which together make this increase is not 
yet available. General prosperity is not indicated. Itis safe 
to say, however, that but for the taxation for military needs 
this figure would have been considerably exceeded. During 
the first few months of the current year 57 business estab- 
lishments in the Chinese City of Tientsin closed their doors 
and many others have removed to the foreign concessions. 

Cotton spinning and weaving is one of the leading in- 
dustries of Tientsin, and the six Chinese-owned mills were 
until recently very prosperous. They have together an 
aggregate capital and reserve of 23 million dollars; 223,000 
spindles; employ over 14,000 labourers and turn out about 
67 million lbs. of yarn annually. Lately, however, owing to 
the internal disturbances four out of the six have been 
practically taken over by their Japanese creditors. 


Export TRADE. 


Wool: The market for sheep’s wool during the beginning 
of the year remained very quiet, prices for Sining 85/15 per 
cent. being in the neighbourhood of 35 H. taels. Very fair 
quantities were bought at the above price, which was 
considered attractive to buyers. At the beginning of 
February prices gradually went up, as an improved market 
outlook was perceptible in the United States and at the 
end of March, as much as 39 H. taels per picul was paid for 
good quality Sining. 

Cashmere: The home demand has been falling off 
steadily and prices receded considerably during the quarter 
under review. Brown 80/20 per cent. receded from 
2s. 84d. per lb. to 2s. 44d. and buyers were reluctant even at 
the latter figure. Stocks are practically nil and arrivals 
were very small. 

Camel’s wool: There has been a very brisk trade at a 
price level of 2s. per lb. for a 40/30/30 per cent. assortment 
and exceptionally heavy shipments especially during March. 
Sellers were disposing of their stocks fairly readily during 
January and February, but later were standing out for 
higher prices in view of the fact that there was very little 
cargo in the interior. To offset this, heavy stocks arrived 
during the quarter and there does not appear much chance 
of the dealers keeping prices out of reach for long. Practi- 
cally half a normal year’s clip was shipped during the 
quarter and Bradford buyers should be well stocked. 

Cotton : The cotton received this season has been of very 
high quality, very white and free from stain. 

Bristles : Up to the end of March only about 500 cases of 
bristles were purchased by the foreign firms in Tientsin 
and these were mostly speculative purchases. According 
to information received from abroad, the Tientsin bristle 
trade has a very serious competitor in Russian bristles, 
which are being dressed and made up in the same way as 
Tientsin bristles, and offered in large quantities. Although 
the Russian bristles are generally considered to be white 
bristles, good quantities of black are appearing this year. 
This will be detrimental to the Tientsin bristle trade unless 
the Chinese reduce their prices considerably.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MAY. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Prague reports that 
imports and exports during May have been provisionally 
valued at 1,562,755,000 crowns and 1,584,253,000 crs., as 
compared with 1,364,509,000 crs. and 1,516,306,000 crs. 
respectively in May, 1927. For the five months ended 31st 
May last the respective totals were 7,629,580,000 crs. and 
8,158,945,000 crs., as against 6,014,175,000 crs. and 
7,289,859,000 crs. respectively in the period January—May, 
1927. It will be seen, therefore, that the trade balance in 
May last was favourable to the extent of 21,498,000 crs., 
while for the five months the favourable balance totalled 
529,365,000 crs. These balances are smaller than in 1927,

It will be seen that an 
unfavourable trade balance amounting to 30-3 million 
pengées was recorded, whereas, in May, 1927, the adverse 
trade balance totalled 35-3 million pengées. During the 
first five months of the current year the total adverse 
trade balance was 166-7 million pengées, as against 141-5 
million pengées in the corresponding months of 1927. 


The May trade returns show considerable decreases in 
imports of wood, timber and leather, as compared with 
the figures recorded for May, 1927, while imports of machines 
and apparatus, rice and raw tobacco were larger. On the 
export side, flour, maize, leather and tobacco shipments 
were larger, but cattle (draught and slaughter) and rye were 
smaller.

FRANCE. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—APRIL. 


(From the British Embassy.) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first four 
months of 1928 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 17,574 million francs, as against 17,594 million frs. in the 
first four months of 1927, a decrease of 20 million frs., and 
that of exports to 17,050 million frs., as against 18,136 
million frs., a decline of 1,086 million frs., or 6 per cent. 
Imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,038 million frs., whereas 
there was a rise of 512 million frs. in those of raw materials 
and of 505 million frs. in those of manufactured articles. 
Exports of foodstuffs rose by 537 million frs., but there was 
a fall of 1,155 million frs. and 467 million frs. respectively 
in those of raw materials and manufactured articles. 

For the first four months of the year there was an un- 
favourable balance of visible exchanges, amounting to 
524 million frs., whereas in the first four months of 1927 
there was a favourable balance of 542 million frs. The 
unfavourable balance in April amounted to 313 million frs. 
as against 206 million frs. in March. 

As regards weight, imports for the first four months of the 
year amounted to 15,585,000 tons, as compared with 
17,514,000 tons in the first four months of last year, a 
decline of 1,900,000 tons, or 11 per cent., and exports to 
13,347,000 tons, as against 11,778,000 tons, an increase of 
over 1,500,000 tons, or more than 13 per cent. There was 
a fall in imports of foodstuffs and raw materials amounting 
to 647,000 tons and 1,302,000 tons respectively, but a rise 
of 20,000 tons in those of manufactured articles. Exports 
of foodstuffs rose by 233,000 tons and of raw materials 
by 1,341,000 tons, whereas there was a fall of 5,700 tons 
in those of manufactured articles.

THE NEW MONETARY LAW. 


We give below a translation of the more important 
Articles of the new French Monetary Law, the text of which 
was published in the “ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) for 25th 
June :— 


Article 1.—The provisions of Article 3 of the Law of 5th 
August, 1914, provisionally establishing the circulation (cours 
foreé) of notes issued by the Bank of France and the Bank of 
Algeria are abrogated. 


Article 2.—The franc, the French monetary unit, consists of 
654 milligrammes of gold, 900/1,000 fine. This definition does 
not apply to international payments which were stipulated 
validly to be made in gold francs prior to the promulgation of 
the present Law. 


Article 3.—The Bank of France is bound to convert its notes 
into gold to the bearer and at sight. It can do this by giving 
in exchange for its notes either legal gold currency or gold at 
the rate of 654 milligrammes, 900/1,000 fine, per franc. These 
exchanges may at the Bank’s option be restricted to its head 
office, and to minimum quantities -to be fixed by agreement 
between the Minister of Finance and the Bank of France. 


The convertibility of notes of the Bank of Algeria shall be 
assured on similar conditions by agreement between the Ministry 
of Finance and the Bank of Algeria. The Bank of France is 
bound to buy gold at its head office and at branch offices chosen 
by the Bank at the rate of one franc per 654 milligrammes of 
gold, 900/1,000 fine, without deducting interest. It may, 
however, charge mint expenses to,the seller, at the Paris Mint 
scale. Assay charges will be borne by the seller. 


Article 4.—The Bank of France is bound to keep a reserve of 
gold bullion and coin equal to at least 35 per cent. of the com- 
bined total of the notes in circulation payable to bearer and of 
the credit current accounts. ) 


Previous legal provisions fixing a maximum limit on the note 
issue of the Bank of France are abrogated. 


Article 5.—The Mint (l’Administration des Monnaies et 
Médailles) will strike gold coins of 100 francs, 900/1,000 fine. 


The margin of fineness (tolérance du titre) is fixed at one- 
thousandth above and below, and the margin of weight at 
two-thousandths above and below. 


These coins shall be unlimited legal tender. 


Article 6.—A Decree issued by the Council of Ministers shall 
fix the date from which the gold coinage will be minted for 
circulation. This Decree will determine the conditions on which 
gold will be admitted to mintage on the basis fixed by Article 2, 
and will fix the charge for minting. 


Until this Decree is published gold coins may be minted only 
on account of the Bank of France, and the minting charge will 
be 40 francs per kilog. of gold, 900/1,000 fine. 


Article 7.—To replace the 5, 10 and 20 franc notes of the Bank 
of France, which will be withdrawn from circulation before 
3lst December, 1932 (from which date they will cease to be 
legal tender), the Mint, on behalf of the State will issue silver 
coins 680/1,000 fine, of a nominal value of 10 and 20 francs. 
The total issue of such coins must not exceed 3 milliard francs. 


The weight of the 10-franc silver coins is fixed at 10 grammes 
and of the 20-franc piece at 20 grammes, with a margin of five- 
thousandths both as regards weight and fineness. 


One-third of the profits resulting from the minting of silver 
coins shall be paid, at the end of each Budget period, into a 
fund for use in the maintenance of the monetary circulation; 
the other two-thirds will be disposed of in accordance with the 
provisions of Article 6 of the Convention of 23rd June, 1928, 
between the Minister of Finance and the Governor of the Bank 
of France. In private payments, silver coins need not be 
accepted to the amount of more than 250 francs. 


The types of the new gold and silver coins will be fixed under 
conditions to be laid down by Decree.* 


Article 8.—Chamber of Commerce tokens, as they are with- 
drawn from circulation, shall be replaced, type for type, by coins 
issued by the State. In private payments, not more than 
50 francs’ worth of aluminium bronze coins, or more than 
10 francs’ worth of nickel or bronze coins, need be accepted. 


Article 9.—As from the promulgation of the present Law, 
all gold and silver coins issued prior to the date of such promulga- 
tion shall cease to be legal tender, both for private payments 
and for payments to the revenue authorities. 


Article 10.—Stocks of gold and silver at present held by banks 
which have been granted by the State a right of issue in the

Colonies and Protectorates where the franc is legal tender, 
shall be revalued on the basis of the new monetary parity. 


The Minister of Finance is authorised to make agreements 
with such banks fixing the conditions under which the State 
will receive the surplus amount. 


[Article 11 relates to accounts with the Public Treasury. ] 


Article 12 abrogates certain Laws and Decrees relating to 
the control of currency and precious metals. 


Article 13 approves certain Agreements dated 23rd June, 
1928, between the Ministry of Finance, the Bank of France, 
and the Caisse Autonome, the texts of which are published in 
the ‘‘ Journal Officiel”’ for the 25th June, and may be seen, 
together with the text of the Law itself, by persons interested 
at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W. 1.

CYPRUS. 


CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK. 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
as follows regarding Cyprus crops :— 


Wheat production is estimated to be about 40 per cent. 
less than that of last year. Rust has appeared in several 
localities and the quality is poor. Barley production is 
up to average, but in certain places the crop has suffered 
from rust and hot winds. Oats are a small crop. Vetch, 
chickling vetch, ochrus vetch, lentils and chick peas yields 
are estimated to total about 30 per cent. less than that of 
last year. Broad beans are an average outturn. Unions 
have been in great demand and high prices have combined 
to encourage extended planting. A heavy crop is expected. 
White cumin and aniseed crops are below average in quan- 
tity owing to shortage of rain. Potato growth is normal, 
but the plants have shown a tendency to send out strong 
shoots instead of producing tubers. The cause is under 
investigation. Carob production is estimated to be between 
30 and 40 per cent. less than last year. 


Oranges and Lemons.—Florescence has been affected by 
slight frost and later by hot winds. Lemons have been 
dear. Vines are growing normally and the crop is estimated 
to be very good. 


The cotton area, through lack of adequate rains, is con- 
siderably less than last year. Sericulture: Production of 
cocoons is very good in both quantity and quality.

CLAIMS FOR REFUND OF DUTY. 


Instruction (Customs) No. 2 of 1928 issued by the Centra 
Board of Revenue for India and dated 16th May, states 
that a protest made concurrently with a payment of duty 
is already in practice regarded as a claim that the duty 
was, to the extent stated, paid as a result of ‘* miscon- 
struction ’’ of the law by the assessing officer and is therefore 
treated as a “‘claim’”’ for the purposes of Section 40 of 
the Sea Customs Act. 

When a general protest has been lodged relative to a 
whole series of impending transactions, it is not necessary— 
while the general question raised is under consideration— 
for each subsequent payment of duty to be accompanied 
by a special protest in order to protect the payers from 
the operation of the time-bar in Section 40, provided that 
the general protest raises a specifically stated point of 
Customs Law upon which a general order can be passed 
that will be applicable, automatically and without further 
examination of the goods, to all consignments similar to 
that regarding which the issue was raised. 

The general protest should not be treated as including 
a claim for refund in respect of payments made in the 
three preceding months unless such claim is specifically 
made in the protest.

SURCHARGE ON CUSTOMS DUTY. 


Ordinance No. 2 of 1928, dated 29th March, imposes a 
surcharge of 2 per cent. on all import duties levied on goods 
imported into the Virgin Islands, the surcharge replacing 
Wharfage Dues and Boarding Fees previously charged. 





WESTERN SAMOA. 





PORT AND CUSTOMS SERVICE TAX. 


The Port and Customs Service Tax Ordinance, 1928, 
provides that as from Ist June, 1928, all goods imported 
into the Territory of Western Samoa (whether dutiable or 
free of duty) shall be subject to a Port and Customs Service 
Tax at the rate of 24 per cent. on the value thereof. This 
tax is to be levied in addition to any other Customs duties 
leviable, the basis for the levy thereof being taken to be 
the value of the goods as ascertained in accordance with 
the provisions of the New Zealand Customs Act, 1913, 
governing the imposition of ad valorem duties. 

The Administrator of the Territory may by Proclamation 
exempt specified goods or classes of goods from the payment 
of this surtax.

EXEMPTION FROM CUSTOMS DUTY. 


Attention is called to the provisions of the Law for the 
Encouragement of Local Industry under which exemption 
may be granted in respect of certain machinery, and building 
and raw material.

ESTONIA. 





TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 


H.M. Consul at Reval has forwarded translation of a 
Law dated 25th May and effective as from 5th June which 
amends the Customs duties on certain goods imported into 
Estonia. The following goods are now free of duty, viz. : 
Oranges and mandarins (Tariff No. 6 (2)); lemons (Tariff 
No. 6 (3)); beams, logs, blocks, boards, planks, joists, 
poles and chips of wood not specially mentioned in the 
Tariff (Tariff No. 58 (2)); wood of all kinds in thin boards 
or veneers not more than } em. thick (Tariff No. 58 (3)); 
casein, albumen and egg yolk, imported for industrial 
purposes under a certificate from the Ministry of Trade 
(ex Tariff No. 4); and barbed wire (ex Tariff No. 156 c). 


Degras (ex Tariff No. 51 (3)) even mixed with other 
materials, for industrial purposes, if imported under a 
certificate from the Ministry of Trade, is subject to a reduced 
duty of 4 cents. per kilog. gross. Wood of the kinds 
mentioned in Tariff No. 58 (1) (2) and (3) when planed is 
to pay a reduced duty of 10 cents per kilog. net. Mixtures 
for tanning, not specially mentioned in the Tariff are 
made dutiable under Tariff No. 124 (3) at the rate of 4 cents 
per kilog. gross, when imported under a certificate of the 
Ministry of Trade. 


The temporarily reduced duty on birch plywood (Note to 
Tariff No. 61 (1)) is withdrawn. 


Animal intestines of all kinds and calves’ stomachs in any 
form may now be exported from Estonia duty free. 





FRANCE. 





EXPORT OF PRECIOUS METALS, ETC. 


The new French Monetary Law dated 25th June, 1928, 
abrogates several Laws and Decrees relating to the 
control of currency and precious metals. 


In particular it abrogates the prohibitions on the exporta- 
tion of gold and silver and gold and silver coins, and coins of 
nickel and ‘‘ billon ’’ and on aluminium-bronze token coins. 


The Law of 3rd April, 1928, and subsequent Laws relating 
to the prohibition on the export of French bank notes is 
also abrogated. 





TARIFF TREATMENT OF MIXED MOHAIR 
YARN. 


Under the French Law of 2nd April the Tariff treatment 
of yarn of mohair mixed with wool in whatever proportions 
was amended, and sfich yarns are now subject to duty at 
the same rates as yarns of pure wool. Pure mohair yarns, 
and yarns of mohair mixed with textile materials other 
than wool, silk, floss silk, or artificial silk, still remain 
duty free. 





LITHUANIA. 





EXCISE DUTIES. 


H.M. Consul at Kovno has forwarded particulars of the 
Lithuanian excise duties at present leviable on alcoholic 
beverages, tobacco and tobacco products, matches, tea 
and yeast, whether of local or foreign manufacture.

EXPORT DUTIES ON COTTON. 


H.M. Representative at Lima has forwarded a trans- 
lation of a Peruvian Law (No. 6090), promulgated on the 
14th March last, modifying the export duties on cotton. 
The new duties, which take the place of those established 
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by Art. 3 of Law 2727 of 20th March, 1918, are to be calcu- 
lated in accordance with the schedule given below :—

IMPORTATION OF GOODS OF 
EXTRA-EUROPEAN ORIGIN SHIPPED FROM 
EUROPEAN PORTS. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of an Order 
recently issued by the Portuguese Customs Authorities 
which provides that, in the case of goods of extra-European 
origin shipped to Portugal from European ports, the 
certificates of origin issued by the Portuguese Consuls at 
the port of shipment are no longer sufficient, and that 
there must also be presented certificates issued by the 
dock, bonded warehouse or Customs authorities at the 
port of shipment, properly endorsed by the Portuguese 
Consul, to the effect that the goods in question have not 
entered into consumption in the country from which they 
are shipped.

CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN (TRANSIT 
GOODS). 


H.M. Representative at Belgrade has forwarded trans- 
lation of a Circular (No. 18,292) of 14th May issued by the 
Ministry of Finance which modifies the regulations relating 
to certificates of origin for goods in transit. 


For goods from trans-oceanic countries which pass through 
Customs transit warehouses, public warehouses, depdts or 
free ports in the seaports of Eurpoean countries having a 
Commercial Treaty with the Serb-Croat-Shovene Kingdom, 
certificates of origin will be accepted if issued by the following 
authorities in the seaports concerned, viz. (1) Customs autho- 
rities, (2) Chambers of Commerce, Industry or Agriculture, 
(3) the management of public warehouses or depdts, or 
(4) the inspectorates controlling traffic in goods in free ports 
(such as the Freihafenamt der Deputation fiir Handels- 
Schiffahrt Gewerbe in the port of Hamburg). 


The term “* goods from transoceanic countries’ is in- 
terpreted as meaning all goods having their origin in non- 
European countries, except the maritime African and Asiatic 
countries on the Black, Red and Mediterranean Seas. 
Goods from the latter countries and goods from European 
countries in general must be accompanied by a certificate 
issued by a competent authority in the country of origin. 


In order to prevent delay in clearing goods through the 
Customs as a result of the amendment of the regulation, 
certificates of origin issued according to the previous regu- 
lations* will be accepted up to Ist August, 1928.

SPAIN. 





RESTRICTION ON IMPORTATION OF 
POTATOES. 


The ‘“‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ of 9th June contains the text 
of a Royal Order dated 4th June which prohibits the im- 
portation of potatoes into Spain unless consignments are 
accompanied by a certificate, issued by the Phytopatho- 
logical Service of the country of origin, attesting that the 
potatoes are from a region exempt from Black Mange 
(‘Sarna negra ”’ or ‘‘ Sarna verrugosa ”’) and situated at a 
distance of at least 20 kilometres from any vegetation 
attacked by Synchytrium, and unless the potatoes, on 
inspection by the Spanish Phytopathological Service, are 
found to be free from the parasite in question. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period Ist July to 10th in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins 
or notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 16-75 per 
cent. 

(The surcharge for the previous period was fixed at 
16:45 per cent.)

EXPORT OF MALLEABLE SCRAP IRON 
PROHIBITED. 


In virtue of a Royal Order dated 24th May the pro- 
hibition on the exportation from Sweden of malleable scrap 
iron, except galvanised or tinned scrap, has been con- 
tinued in force until 3lst August. 





TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 


H.M. Representative at Stockholm has forwarded copy 
aud translation of a Swedish Royal Decree dated 18th 
May and effective as from Ist July, which makes certain 
alterations in the Swedish Customs Tariff.
